corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 does not 
avoid the prior art as can be seen from the subsequent references. 

During a telephone conversation with Bryan Davidson on 6/23/06 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of I, claims 1-10. Affirmation 
of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claim 10 
withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention.

Claims 1-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over WO 01/00409. 
Fischer '326 is relied on as a translation. 

Fischer exemplifies (table 1) blends of PBT, ASA, SAN, glass fiber etc. The ASA 
and SAN are styrenic resins. The ASA can also be considered acrylic. The PBT can 
include some comonomer (col2 line 47,66). The composition is weldable by laser (col 
1 1 line 41-44). Note that claims 3 and 4 do not require a comonomer be employed, but 
merely limit the possible comonomers in the PBT, modified PBT Markush group of claim 
2. 

Claims 1-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over JP09291204. 

The reference (table 1) exemplifies blends of 85 parts of a isophthalate modified 
PBT, 15 parts polycarbonate and glass fibers. Inherently the composition must be laser 
weldable (even if not recognized by the author) because it is the same composition 
called for by applicant. 
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Claims 1-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over JP2000007902. 

The reference (table 1) exemplifies blends of 100 parts of PBT or isophthalate 
modified PBT, 20-100 parts of styrenic resin and glass fibers. Inherently the composition 
must be laser weldable (even if not recognized by the author) because it is the same 
composition called for by applicant. 

If new claims are presented drawn to divergent compositions, an election of 
species will be necessitated.
